He passed a 'wild time on his 
second hist nisht on earth. He t;ot up 
and sliotited to the death ■watch that 
Jefiiis Clirist was in one corner of hi.s 
cell and Satan in the other. lie raved 
fright.'uUy, and then began to throw 
imaginary intruders out of Ids cell. 
It was dajl'irlit before he quieted 
down, Car])enter.s were hard at work 
on the gallows, and the clatter of ham- 
mers easily penetrated Harry's cell. At 
the first) sound he said to bis watch, 
with that horrid, mirthless laugh of his, 
"They're ofr." 

However, this morning he went to the 
callows with It laugh on his li])S, and 
went down with the trap just as lie ut- 
tered the words lightly: "Lei her go 
McCiarden." The condemned man took 
his Inst sujiper shortly after 10 o'clock 
surroundctl by deputies and the death 
watchers. 

At 12 o'clock Hay ward listened to the 
reading of the deatli witrrant. Soon 
after S! , riff llolhortr er.tered. Thecon- 
deinned iikid .said eaniestly : " I want to 
ask you a lutt favor, pletise l:;t me pull 
the trap '.'' It will save you a lifelong 
anxiety and will give me eternal satis- 
faction.'' The .sheriir replied: " I can- 
not do it Harry. 1 know my duty." 
Not a man of the little knotof privileged 
spectators who had kept the long vigil 
in the bip gray room but whose heart 
thumped more loudly than the one which 
was Boon lo cease its beatiiig. Not a face 
but turned more ghastly than his in the 
graesoine light. 

It was a scene never to he foi^gotten, 
when !tt last, after what had Hcenied 
endless iiours of waiting, the death 
march tippoared at the door. Mean- 



to tile out. The deputy loosened the 
strap that bound the htmds; they fell 
inert at the side of the body; Harry 
Hayward was dead, his neck waH broken. 
Tlie final act in the great tragedy of life 
and death had been played, and the cur- 
tain had been rung aown on the career 
of the chief actors. Tlic coolest man at 
the execution was Harry Hayward. 

TURKISH SITUATION. 

It Is Still Strained Though the Long De- 
layed Firmans Have Been Granted. 

Co.v.sT.v.NTi.NoPLii. Doc. 10, via Solia 
Dec. It. — The two incidents whicli have 
constituted the centre of sensatioiuil in- 
terest, namely the refuge of Kutchuk 
Said Pasha, ex-gtand vizier, in the Brit- 
ish embassy, and the refusal of the Sul- 
tan to grant firmans for the passage 
through the J)ardanelles of the addi- 
lioiKii guardships demanded by the 
jiowers have beini settled by the return 
of Said I'iishti to his own residence, and 
the linal granting of the lirnians by the 
Sultan. 

The tense condition of the jjublic 
mind is not, however, abated by their 
closing, and the watchful game of 
diplomacy goes on much as before. The 
intimate connection of the peace of 
Eurojpe with the fate of the Turkish em- 
pire IS not to be lost sight of, nor is it to 
bo forgotten that this peace is dependent, 
lis it has been -for the past eighteen 
years upon the accord of the great 
powers. 

The visit of M. Nelidoff to the Sultan 
on Sunday and his prolonged audience 
with him seems to li.ive settled in his 
mind at last, that on the (piestion ol tlie. 
guardships at least, the jiowers were in 
accord. 

Said's return to liis own house was 
miide in the carriage of Sir Phillip Cnr- 
rie, the Jiritiab ambassatlor, accompan- 
ied by the chief dragoman of the em- 
bassy.

Mr. Wallace. It[ia the one theme of con- 
versation in the public resorts here to- 
night. The wonder, however, is that 
the resignation was not handed in 
months ago. The Premier went to 
Belleville this afternoqn on p^rivate 
business, but before his departure was 
again (lucstioned respecting the pre- 
vailing rumors about ilr. Wallace, and 
while stating that he had. not received 
a formal document from him^.the infer- 
ence was freely dravjiV; that thej^Pre- 
m ier -was expecting - it.. : ^liideed ■' jit ■„ is 
said that during the day^S^^v>Mackenide, , 
Bowell bad received a teregram from 
Mr. Wallace stating that his resignation 
was on its way to Ottawa- That the Con- 
troller should liave stepped out just now 
is regarded by some us unfortunate, in 
view of the polling in North Ontario to- 
morrow, but the majority of those with 
whom your correspondent has conversed 
inclined to the belief that it will not 
materially aflect the result of the elec- 
tion. 

Attention is drawn by tlie action of 
Mr. V/allace to the anomalous position 
he has been occu[)ying us controller for 
months past. Students of the constitu- 
tion agree that his position since ..Tuly 
has been an untenableione.'. .Ini "^Febru- 
ary last be consulted 'Dr. rPourinot as' to 
the degree of responsibility attaching to 
hint for ministerial action, and it is 
learned that the Clerk of the House pre- 
pared an elaborate opinion setting forth 
exactly the jiosilion in which controllers 
were jilaced. yuirimed up in u few- 
words Dr. Boiiriiiol's oiiinion was asfol- 
.!ows : 

The controlleis are not members of 
the cabinet, whicii alone is responsible 
for the policy of the government on 
every public question. Once the policy 
of the government, has been declared it 
is the duty of the. controllers, who are 
inembers of the government but not of 
the cabinet, to support like all public 
officers that policy and neither directly 
nor indirectly to place any obstacles in 
the way of that policy being carried out. 
Jf the controllers have any objections to 
the government policy it is their duty 
immediately to place their resignations 
in tiie hands of the bead ot their de- 
partment, the minister of trad.jand com- 
merce. 

It will bo rememlK-red that on July 8 
last the Premier and i^^r. Foster 
specilically declared the policy of the 
governnuiiit on the Manitoba school 
question, and four days later at an 
Orange demonstration in this cit,y Mr. 
Wallace placed himself on record as 
opix)6ed to remedial legislation. Having 
made such a declaration it is contended 
that he should immediately have stepped 
out of the government. Instead of that 
bo held on, and on July 31 at Halifax 
the Grand Sovereign emphasized 
bis position on the school ques- 
tion. It may be that he had 
hopes of Manitoba settling this question, 
tmd that as Mr. Green\vay's declaration 
of Monday last showed that this was 
now iiiqiossihle, the Controller has 
stepped out at the earliest nionu'iit after 
these specific declarations have been re- 
ceived. There is no denying, however, 
that Clarke Wallace would, from his 
own point of view, ha\e been a far 
Htroiiger man in Ontario to-day had he 
resigned months ago. 

It is reported to-night that Mr. Fred. 
ClarkeandClarke Wallace liavi> coalesced 
and will unite to form a Protestant 
[Ku ty. It is said that Mr. Clarke will 
run in Carilwell as an independent, and 
Willuughby will be withdrawn. 

1 1 is reported that Mr. Tisdale ■will 
succeed Mr. Wallace. Another report 
has it that the departments of trade and 
customs will be united. 

The annual meeting of the Tulameen 
mining company was held here to-day, 
and a dividend of 10 per cent, declared 
for practically a month's work.

FORT STEELE. 
(From the Prospector.) 
The coal fields in the East Kootenay 
district, in what ia known as the Crow's 
Nest pass, lie in a southeasterly direc- 
tion from Fort Steele, a distance to the 
nearest available coal of about (iO miles. 
Tliese coal liuULs in tlie near future will 
have a world-wide reputation, as the 
(luality and (luantity to be extracted are 
without doubt the beat t'oal lields in 
America undeveloped. The coals in 
this Hold differ. The lower seams are 
anthracitic, whilst the upper seams are 
the bitaminous coals. In between, both 
above and below the bituminous coals, 
are a number of seams of coal somewhat 
similar to cannel coal, but superior to 
any cannel known. These coals have 
been analysed and tested by different 
parties, amongst them Prof. Hoffman, 
government assaj'er at Ottawa, for the 
geological department. The rcstUts 
prove that these coals would lose noth- 
ing by coni[)aring them with the 
best coals of the same variety in Penn- 
sylvimia. 

The Invicta Gold Mines, Limited, is 
the title of the lOnglish company en- 
gageil in hydraulic iiiiniiig on \Vild 
Plorue creek. The pi'onerty eon.sists of 
about a mile and a (iimrter of hill dig- 
gings on the northwest side of tlie creek, 
also oxtCnsiv claims on the southeast 
side of the creek. The gold is coarse, 
and nuggets of eight and nine dollars 
are common. The largest piece talcen 
out during the past season weighed 
about eight and one half ounces, valued 
at $150. The placer diggings in Wild 
Horse were discovered in 1864, and have 
been worked incessantly both by whites 
and Cliinese. and altogetlier it is esti- 
mated that .'i;17,()00,000 has been the re- 
stdt of thi.s vast aniount of labor. The 
mining season goiierallv opens in ^larch 
and work can be carried on until the 
last of Novenilx'-. The estimated 
aniount of gold taken out each season of 
late ycarH has been about $00,000. 
During the coming season $100,000 
-would not be a surprise to the owners.

THE WOIiF DANCE. 

A Horrible Feast That Is Still Celebrated by 
the Indians of Numukamis, 

Last Saturday the Ohiat Indiana fin- 
ished up the great wolf dance that for 
five days had l^een in progress at the vil- 
lage of Numukamis on the Alberni canal. 

The wolf dance is one of the old relics of 
birhuri.'-in that is jTradually ilvini,' out 
auion^,' the Coast Indians, and in sup- 
|)(jscd to be a test throuudi which ilie 
youiij; miMi must i)as;- hi'forc iiwv l)e- 
come entitled to l;e considered warriors. 

On the openint: day a dozen yoim^,' 
Indians haviu}: ornamented their lieads 
with wolves ears, worked tlu^mselvcs into 
a frenzy, as if tliey wore going mad, and 
then betook themselves to tiie lulls, 
howling and );row!ing in imitation of 
wolves. l''or live days nnd nigliLs they 
continued this straude i-perforniance.

good Btandiiig. They knew better than 
•to enter into the conspiracy charged. 
They were fully aware of the wrong they 
were doing honest, li'ard-working fellow 
miners. If anybody is to be i)unislied 
it should he just such men as these. 
The law should love a shining mark. 
"We are not sur])ris(!d that the ignorant 
should go astray, for often they do not 
know any better. It ia the birds of line 
feather who are the most reprehensil)le 
breakeisof the law. In the committal 
of these men for trial before a higher 
court, justices Newton and Topping 
have done the community a great and 
lasting service. 

It IS another illustration of the 
majesty of the law, as ia known and re- 
cognized in British Columbia, and 
another illustration of the security 
which is alTorded ]noperty by the civil 
policy of this country. VVe do not be- 
lieve we arc goin^; too far in saying that 
the opinion given -by .lustice Newton, 
embodyinii so much good sound law and 
common si-nse, has scddom been deliver- 
ed by a justice of the [leace. It is a 
humble office, but in this instance the 
man who held it elevated his i)OHition to 
one of Kreat !mportan(te, and honored 
himself and the sturdy system of fair 
dealing between man and man which 
England has given as a noble heritage 
t ■> all her chikiren. 

In the course of his judgment Justice 
iN'ewton said : 

I suppose it will be admitted on all 
sides that the act charged against the 
defendants would not have been criminal 
if done each or either for himself. 

The criminality is ^aid to consist in 
the conspiracy or agreement of the two 
defendants, (1) to commit an unlawful 
act, namely to extort money, (2) by the 
false i)retense that the claims held b)' 
the plaintiffs, the Homestnke and the 
.Atlantic', were not legally valid. 

This at once raises the question as to 
■whetlier the plaintid's' interests in these 
claims is valitl or not, because if they 
are not legal, then no offence either civil 
or criminal has been committed. 

From the evidence before me I ara of 
the opinion that the Ilomestake and the 
Atlantic are legally held by the plain- 
tiffs, though I think that further evi- 
dence of an independent kind would 
have to be forthcoming before any high- 
er conrt would pronounce the title to be 
perfectly sound. 

That being my judgment, it ia clear 
to me that u very great civil wrong, at 
all events, has been committed by the 
defendants. 

That mif eonspirac}' consists in the 
agreement of two or more persons by 
unlawful nii^ans, to do either a lawful 
or an unlawful act ; if the gist of the 
oflence of conspiracy is t lie uii lawful 
agreement; the fraudnlerit com lii nation 
of two persons is crin.iiial, even v>'hen 
nothing hut a civil wroiij^' may lie in- 
flieteil ; then no douljt the graver cliart;e 
is raised :igainat the defendantfe. 

Defendant Morrison states that be 
acted under the mineral acts, and if so, 
he mus.t, in my judgment, nave been 
aware that the Homestake was a legal 
claim; the same evidence was open 
to him which has sufBced to 
convince me of the fact; indeed if the 
evidence of tlie witnesses Burke and 
Stevenson is truthful, and 1 see no 
reason for doubting it, the defendant 
IkkI even a b(!tler reason for knowiiiir 
tliat tin; Atlantic also is a valid loca- 
tion, as lu! has seen the stakes and the 
court has not. 

It follows, in my judgment, that an 
unlawful act was together coinmitttid by 
these defendants in locating the Bacifie 
claim ; but whether they hail tlie unlaw- 
fnl intention to defraud the plaiutill's is 
not so (dear to me, though I incline to 
think they iuid this intent. 

I think thatthis isaeai^e in which, even 
if this court had jurisdiction to settle it, 
it would be advisable to decline that 
jurisdiction and refer the matter to a 
higher tribunal. But when, as in thia 
case, it becomes a (pvestion eitlier of dis- 
missing the (bdeiulants, or of commit- 
ting them for trial, 1 think the [irejion- 
derence of evidence submitted to the 
court makes it the ilutv of this c!uirt to 
say that !i ))rim:i facie east; has Ijeen 
niadeout for further investigation. 

The question of coiispiriicy, which ia 
the wliole gist of the matter, is one of 
the most ditlicult in judicial practice, 
and I do not feel called upon to decide 
whether such a conspiracy actually ex- 
isted or not. But enough evidence has 
been adduced to give^ color to the infor- 
mation which hag been laidj and the 
order of the court, therefore, is that the 
defendants be committed to take their 
trial at the next conrt of vcom];cteiit 
jurisdiction.

Naturally they became voraciously hun- 
gry with long fasting. 

On the fourth day theymadi;a descent 
on the village and the mothers of the 
villa^'c !k'd, seeking to hide their chil- 
dren from the " wolves,'' as the frenzied 
men are called. However, the " wolves" 
nmnaged to catch live or six youngsters 
and carried them away captive. A 
wretched dog that was tied to a house 
was seized iipon by the " wolves " and 
a disgusting scene ensued. The so-cali- 
ed wolves actually worried the wretched 
animal to death, tearing him to pieces 
with tlieir teeth, and one man ripping 
out the entrails proceeded to devour 
them while his companions feasted on 
the parts of tlie carcase. Then the 
" wolves " fled back to the woods and 
next morning the Indians in the village 
organized a " wolf " hunt. The Inuitei 
were armed with guns and surroundin 
the " wolves " lii-ed blank cartridges a 
them as it shooting them down. 

TIk' "wolves" were then brought 
into tli(; village and the medicine man 
jircjceedeil to doctor them, it being suj)- 
posed to take two days to drive the ' 
wolf nature out. A great dance and j 
jubilation followed the capture of the 
" wolves," who are now considered per- 
sons worthy of the tribe, and a great 
deiil of fuss is made over them by their ' 
fellow tribes-jiuople.

"James F. A\'ardiier, the widely- 
known Western luiner, has among bis 
purchases a gold jiroperty at Kennedy,

TJI£ "GLOBE'S" GRAXD h'LOl'. 

"Free Trade" has been for some time 
inscribed <m the biiMni.'f of the C'liiKiiliiin 
Liberals. Free tnnle ii.-^ it is in I'liiij'linul 
h:\!i lieeii with more thuii tlie usual 
floiii i,shes declared by Mr. Laurier to l)e 
bit; "ideal." Sir Richard Curtwright, the 
intellectual leader of the Grits, bus been 
all aloni; an out-and-out freo trader. L. 
H. Dttvies, tlio leiider of tlie Maritime 
Province IjiljeraLs, lieen entbusiastic 
in biH advocac^y of freo tfade. The active 
men oi tlie parly have oppo.sed the 
policy of i)rotectioii with might and 
main. The Grit journals great and 
small had fought for free trade and con- 
demned protection in principle and in 
practice. "Free trade" was at the next 
Ijeneral election to be the Grit battle 
cry. With that cry the peoi)le of the 
Dominion from Uaiie Iji-oton tn Vancou- 
ver island were to be mused, ami il w;is 
to be kept U]> until the protectionists in 
every province were snowed under and 
a free trade Government established. 

Wb'M! ^Ir. r.aiirier bcjian bis ]iere;j;riim- 
tion.s liL-j zeal for free trade knew no 
bounds, but as be jntirneyed West and 
b:ick ayain to the lOast his tidvoeacy of 
free trade became less and leas fervid, 
until now he has become luke-warm on 
the subject. Genuine free traders to- 
day look upon him as an economic 
Laodicean who, being in their cause 
neither cold nor hot, they are ready to 
repudiate. 

The reason for his coolness is not far 
to seek. AVbeii Mr. Lttnrier became a 
convert to free trade he eitlier forgot or 
did not know that there are a great 
many zealous Protectionista in the ranks 
of the Grit party. These Protectionists 
were willing enough that Mr. Laurier 
ishould be alloweil to use tlie free trade 
■cry for electioneering purposes, but 
wlien they found that the jnirty was 
bein;; committed to a free trade i)olicy, 
they cried, " Hold I if you want our votes 
you must stop that," and Mr. Jjaurier 
•did gradually stop. The Toronto Globe 
had tlie same experience as Mr. Laurier, 
and was brought to its senses by the 
same means. So convinced is it that it 
will not do to i^'o to the ('ounti-y with the 
free trade cry tiiat it has found it iieces- 
Bary ill efVerl to reimdiate its own and Mr. 
Laurier's free trade policy. This is how 
it flopped in its leading article of the 
5th instant: 

Tt may be jiossible to iiti(.)te declara- 
tions ill jii-osi' and verse in favor of ab.sii- 
liite free trade; hiil, f, Jar (^^ llir ni'.rl 
I'arliii iiieiil in '■■inrcnirif^'ilitsnhitf ''/ ('>' Irmle 
i.t i>iil of IIk' iiiifxiiiiii : i ni.F. i ii.uji: .\s yr 
IK I.N ICnci.-V.vI) is (It r (IF Tin; i(t'i:s'i'iiiN ; 

DlItECT- T.\ \.\TIll.N IS III'!' (IF ■I'lM: iJflOS- 

TION. Tbesi? are not tlie Micre opinions 
of a party journal ; they ait^ tlie fa'cts, 
which it would be nut only fonlisb but 
dishonest to ignore. The (.iovci imn nt 
must for some years, as long as it is 
needful for any elector to consitler, de- 
rive its main revenue from duties upon 
imports. When the Liberals come to 
revise the tarift' they will be confronted 
by two obligations : (1) To burden in- 
dustry ;i3 little as [lossilile. (l!) To dis- 
turb industry as little as possible. 

The Toronto (jlobe iiiids itself under 
the necessity (jf admitting what tliB 
Conservatives have been insisting on 
ever since Mr. Laurier and the leading 
Liberal organ began to advocate a policy 
of free trade for Canada. They have 
said over and over again that absolute 
free trade is out of tiie (iiiestion ; free 
trade as it is in Kugland is out of the 
(luestion; direct taxation is out of tiie 
iiuestion. They have argued, against 
Mr. Laurier, the Globe and the rest of 
the Grits, that " these are not the more 
ojiinions of a party journal; they are 
facts wliich it is not only foolish hut 
dishonest to ignore." But Mr. Laurier 
and the Globe were, until they found 
out their mistake, guilty of this foolish- 
ness and this dishonesty. Tlicy did 
their very best to make the people be- 
lieve that it is possible to establish a 



policy of free trade in this Dominion. 
Free trade was not to .them., a.j me^e 
theory that might be diBOUsaed academi- 
cally but in no other way, but a ques- 
tion of practical politics-r-a " burning 
riuestion " — v/hich Canadians would' be 
asked to voto upon at the earliest moment 
possible. 

Thetilobe has succeeded in explain- 
ing the free trade plank out of the 
Liberal platform-, and it has left it with- 
out a distinguishing policy. It has re- 
pudiated freo trr.de, and on the ^lani- 
toba school (luesiion ^Ir. Laurier and 
his party are literally nowhere. The 
Glol.ie's Hop is most remarkable, and as 
in.licating the Grit party's change of 
attitude on the trade question very im- 
portant. The unfortunate Grits are 
once more without a policy. What will 
they take up next? 

.SKNSITJ \'E SJ^NATOJi. 

Senator Moroaii ia exceedingl}' angry 
because Lord Salisbury and Sir .lulian 
Pauncefote have criticized his public 
utterances adversely. It is hard to re- 
alize that an American public man 
should be so thin-skinned and so silly. 
Senator Morgan was one of the Paris 
.Arbitrators. Why ho was chosen to lill 
the jiosition is a mystery to intelligent 
.\mcrii':uis who know the man. It is, 
tlierefoi'e, to be in'csuiiicil tluit having 
beard the whole case and aiijudicated 
upon it what he said on the Behring Sua 
question would have more weight with 
the .\meric:in imblic than the speeches 
of Senators who had not studied the 
subject closely. What then could be 
more natural than that .Sir Julian 
Pauncefote in what he wrote and said on 
the subject should pay partieuliir atten- 
tion to the statements and arguments of 
the Senator who had been on the Parie 
Arbitration. This seems to have been 
the view taken of the matter br the 
Xew York Herald, which says ; - 

it is ])ossibI<) to infer front Senator 
Morgan's recent comment on tlie British 
Ambassador's despatches that he re 
gards the Oanadi<in claims for seizures 
in Rehriug Sea as barred by the dccisitui 
of the Paris Tribunal. The> are, 
course, not barred. The liability of the 
r niteil States was expressly alllrnied in 
priuci])le by the arbitrators. The amount 
to be ])aid they left to be deteriniiied by 
agreement between Great Britain ami 
the United Stat;;s or otherwise. Senatijr 
Morgan was a nu'iaber of this tribunal 
and must kimsv the facts. When li 
sjieaks of the principles of the award as 
being fatal to the claims, he uses laU' 
guage likely to deceive the public, 
tiiough certainly not intended todeceive. 

Senator Jlorgan complains that Sir 
.Julian Pauncefote has criticised his 
speeches in the Senate on this matter 
In the Senator'sown phrase, the Ambas 
sador has " arraigned " him for opinions 
uttered in debate on the fioorof lha Sen- 
ate. This he thinks "apiece of pre- 
sumptuous arrogance on his jiart." 

But is a Senator entitled to immunity 
from criticism on what he says in public 
dtdi;ite '.' May we not ',;riticise biin in 
the jivess '.' .Viulil we may, why may 
not an .•Vmbassador, writing to the J''or- 
tdizn .Minister in London, say what 
thinks '.' i\I ly not our Ambassador in 
Lo::d;::; i:;;p;irt to Mr. Oliiey his views 
of Lord Salisbury's speeches in the 
House of Lords '.' What should we say 
if Lord Salisbury tried to stoj) him or 
called him arrogant ? No doubt by this 
time Senator Morgan has reflected and 
wishes he had not complained. 

The Herald gave Senator Morgan cre- 
dit for having more good sense and pru- 
dence than he [xissosses. He repeated 
his complaint in the Senate oii Monday, 
thereby showing that he is one of the 
class whom experience does not teach. 

THE WALLER CASE. 

If the British had treated an Amcri 
can citizen as the French Government 
has treated a United States ex-consul 

every newspaper in the States, from 
.Maine to Texas, would contain the 
iiercest denunciations of lOngland's ( gov- 
ernment and iMigland's policy. liut 
since it is France that baa treated the 
ex-consul with the greatest injustice, 
very little is said about the outrage by 
tlu^ tall-talkers and tail -twisters. W 
allude to the Waller case. Mr. Waller 
resided in .Madagascar. I le appears to be 
an enterprising man and he possessed 
considerable iulluence with the (iovern- 
ment of ibc counti-y, for he obtained 
from it a grant of ■J2.') aijuare miles of 
land, "especially rich in rubber," 
the southern section of the island. The 
I'rencb were opposed to this concession 
to Waller. They claimed to exercise a 
])rolectorate over the country and to 
direct its dealings with foicigners. The 
I'liited States never recognized the |iro- 
tectorato. Waller was in consequence 
particnlurly obnoxious to the French, 
both in and out of Madagascar. The 
concession was made previous to 
the late invasion of Madagascar 
by the French. While there that 
invasion was going on, in February last, 
it was given cmt Ibiil the l'"reiu'h were 
incensed to the jioint of violence a!;aiiist 
Waller, believing that it was his reports 
that had caused his Government to 
withdraw its instrnctions to the Ameri- 
can Consul to obtain recognition through 
the Frencli Besident. It was also re- 
lated how he bad been assaulted ;iiid in- 
sulted by i'"rench soldier.^. I'iiially, 
on Miirch L'l, it was given out that 
Waller had been sentenced by a ii"ri;m.h 
court-martial to twenty years' imprison- 
ment upon the charge of "having con- 
spired with the Hovas against the 
I'^rench authorities." 

There are good grounds for concluding 
that Waller wa."j not treated fairly by 
the l''reneli ; that his becoming a large 
land holder in the countrj', and not 
l)lotting against the French, was his 
real offence. The United States Gov- 
ernment, as was its duty, inquired into 



the trial of Waller and into the consti- 
tution of the court that condemned him . 
il order to do this It wits ' necessary to 
examine the records of the trial and a 
request was made for the papers. This 
reasonable request was not positively 
refused, but- although a considerable 
time has elap.^ed since it was made, the 
record is not forthcoming. The case 
was mentioned by the President in his 
Message in the most temperate terms 
and the press of the United States 
ajipears to regard Waller's con- 
demnation and imprisonment with 
philosophical indiU'erence. Would 
this have been the case if an Anierieaii 
citizen had been condemned and pun- 
ished by British authorities in any part 
of the world under such suBpicious cir- 
cumstances, and if explanations and 
papers were purposely kept back? Cer- 
tainly not. The howlers would long ago 
have been howling loud enough to be 
beard from one end of the earth to the 
other.

Me stated that 
for some time past .Mrs. May H'ox has 
been conduct inj.; a liouse of prostitution 
in the rooms overt'ie saloon in (jues- 
tion, ami it was in these rooms that the 
Tj-onian tieorj^ie Douglas had been shot a 
few weeks ago ; and lie tleclined to speak 
for either Hamilton or the premises. 

Mr. I'owell, who ajipeared for the ap- 
plicant, contended that the rooms above 
Avere entirely KO[)arate and apart from 
the saloon and had nothing to do with 
it. The commissioner.s were agreed, 
however, that in view of the statement 
of the Chief of Police they could not 
grant the permit imtil given the assur- 
ance that the rooms above the saloon 
had been vacated by the present occu- 
pants. To enable this to bo done an ad- 
journincut of the application until Jan- 
nary (i was ordered. 

Roderick Cameron ajjplieil for a trans- 
fer of Jie license for the " White Uorse '' 
to Thomas Ilinchcliffe ; W. C. lUirns 
asked that James Williams he ^:ranlcd 
the license for the Mirror sahjon ; and 
Fred. Weldon sought to transfer the 
Senate saloon privileges to .lames I'rcs- 
tou. JVlessrs. Preston, Williams and 
Hinchclifi'e will ))ro«hu'.e witnesses on 
January G to substantiate their claim 
that they are worthy to receive the de- 
sired licenses.

MUNICIPAL CONCERNS. 

To TUE ]'"nrrou-. — With the view of 
becoming better ac(|uaiiited with tin- 
workini.'s of municipal govorniuent I 
took a seat last .Monday night in the 
council chamber, and wits both 'edified 
and amused — edilied at the energy and 
anxiety evidenced by several of the ald- 
ermen'in buying cheap electioneering; 
a pointed effort to make themselves 
" solid " with the electors. While they 
may pull the wool over the eyes of some 
of the voters, I very nuieh mistake the 
intelligence of the bulk of the electors if 
that little plav (in one ;ict) entitled 
"Mutual Admiration," gotten \\\\ by 
two members of the sewerage comuiit- 
tee, will uiduee the voters to forgettheir 
many short-comings in the jiast. I 
rather admire .Vld. Partridge, the other 
member of the committee, for refusing 
to take the " cast " allotted to him by 
his two colleagues, Aldermen .Macinillan 
and Cami ron. If I heard WA. I'art- 
ridge rightly, when the sewerage rejiort 
was presented to the council, that gen- 
tleman remarked that he had not 
signed the report, it being a very Ions 
one and he had only, some ten minutes 
in which to examine it, and would 
not endo'se any document of that 
importance witliout a full explanation, 
as he was under the impression that 
there wrre items which should 
have been charged to the cost of 
the sewers ihat were built by day labor 
that have not been clia.'-ged, and further 
that the comparisons drawn by the other 
meml.'ers w(;re not fair ones, lie asked, 
"why not tiLke the Mcl-!ean c(uitract as a 
comparison?" That had not been done. 

The worthy alderman continuing said 
the McGregor .lec-.es contract was 
carried out by men who understood the 
work ; they were paid and we had no 
trouble. In the report it is claimed that 
this contract cost Bve per cent, less than 
if the work had been done by day labor. 
After having heard Aid. Partridge's rea- 
sons for not signing the report in ques- 
tion and his recpu'st that it be laid over 
for one week, some of the audience at 
least are of the opinion that the couikmI 
acted with undue haste, and that not 
only should Aid. Cartridge have had an 
cjiiio.'t unity to (examine it, but every 
member of the board ought to have 
perused it in detail before being 
asked to vote for its adojitioM. 
What with fiee water, free services of 
the sewerage coiiunissioners and the 
use of borrowed tools and no legal ex- 
penses (which were by iho bad manage- 
ment of some one piled up on several of 
the other contracts) as well as the ad- 
vantage of fine weather during the work 
the committee have nothing to boast of. 

Had the work been carried on during 
wet weather, as several of the contract- 
ors had to provide for in their calculii- 
tions, the <iifterenco ndglit lia\e been 
the other way. Any one who has I'ar- 
ried m\ such work in both wet r.nd dry 
weather knows full v.'i'll that tiiere can 
be by the sanu; men twenty-tlve per 
cent, more work |i(>rlormed in dry tlian 
in wet weather. Hut where the "laugh 
came in " (by the audience) was when 
Aid. Maomiyftn'^niioniu'ed that I'eitain 
tools were fcotrdVCi. that, were ni-ed on 
the sewers that were constructed by day 
labor. Trulj[,thiB .is.a cheap way of 
doing municipal work ; in fact k kind of 
one-horse method'.'i" ' • ' 

Alil. I'artridge, vya^ji tih<»ro iiot.fiomes-. 
thing that yon overlooked that should 
have been.char(y;cd to construction? Are 
you sure that there was not a lot of tools 
that the corporation had on hand not 
Bsed on these works? I th nk thera 
was, 

I have now a word to say to Aid, Par- 
tridge. It is fast approaching election 



time, and if you liesire to have the honor 
confi'rreil upon you again of ri'prescnt- 
ing a ward of this important city in its 
councils you must he politic and only 
slash and cut when you ean win a vote 
liy so doing. You might in the earlier 
life of the council have done such things 
with impunity, as the chances are that 
they would be forgotten before election 
day came around. 

t reme:!iber, when this council was 
yoimg, of reading a report appearing in 
the newspapers of what was said at one 
of its niectings by »n alderman who 
posca iis the champion of the working- 
n-icii, when a dhscussion was up in re- 
gard to the employment of Chinc-so or 
.lapanese. It was, or words to the 
etl'ect, that ho did not see why tlwfie 
l)eople should be barred from earning a 
living; they were all God's creatures. 
Of course that has been forgotten by the 
workirignien long ago. If that alderman 
was sincere — and 1 have no reason to 
ihjubt that he was— f cannot imagine 
how he can be aceei)ted aR the working- 
nnui's friend. In conclusion, .\ld. Part- 
ridge, steer a straight course, fear no 
one, you will find that it pays in the 
end.

GREEN-WORLOCK ESTATE. 

To TUi: l-"i)iToii: — In your re)>ort of 
yesterday's meeting of creditors of tb.e 
late bank a few inaccuracies appear. 
.Now, as there is everything in the way 
in which a matter is " j)ut," and as Mr. 
Beaven could havt; had no object in mis- 
b'adi.'i;.' the meeting, I shall be obliged if 
vol; will give me space in which to ex- 
jjlain certain paragraphs which, as they 
appear in your report, may convey a 
wrong impression, 

Your report adSs; "One of the first 
difficulties in ad _ inistering the estate 
was the lamentable condition in 
which the books of Green, Worlock it 
C'. were found. It was im;)0s- 
sible to get at the bottom of tliem. Kor 
instance, there was a dillerence of some 
^■•_'1,(I()0 in the amount shown in the 
ledger and the amount in hand." 

Tiie linn of Gn;ei;-\Vorlock took over 
all the balances of (.iarcsche-( ireen as 
they stood; there was ditl'erence of 
about the sum named between the 
balance of the bills receivable account 
in the ledger and the bills themselves, 
the accumulated clerical errors of nearly 
twenty years. I may add the assignees, 
who were informed of this dillerence b(;- 
fore they checked the notes, in making 
u]) their statement took account only of 
actual notes in iiand. 

You then say, "Then the $70,000 bor- 
rowed from the Crown Insurance Co. on 
the lota on which the bank premises 
were sitmited never appeared in the 
books." The exi)lanati>-)ii of this comes 
later in your report when you credit .Mr. 
Heaven with saying: "It would seem 
that .i;7t),000 of this had been jiaid oil' by 
raising the monev bv mortgage on lots 
Uil) and lOliA." 

Your report reails: " He (Mr. ISeavi-n) 
went on to read the terms of partner- 
ship entered into between Mrs. (ircen 
and Mr. Worloek in January, 18'JL', by 
which Mrs. Worloek was to receive 75 
per cent, of the net profits and Mr. 
vVorlock 25 per cent, besides his salary 
of .^260 per month as manager." 

This should read, " by which Mrs. 
< lr<'en (not Mrs. Worloek) waste receive 
7.") per cent., etc." This division was to 
be niadi' after deducting L'O per cent, of 
the net ijrolit, and i)lacing it to the cre- 
dit of reserve piolit, to jirovide for losses. 

Then vijU make Mr. Iteavensay, "One 
of the great dc'l'ects in keeping the books 
after tijis iiartiK^rshij) had been arrang- 
ed was that every nioutli the interest due 
on overdrafts was entered to the credit 
of profit and loss, whether the account 
was good or bad." 

This was no new arrangement, as may 
appear by the above, it was a continuity 
of the practice of the old firm , a practice 
v.diich existed many years before, as 
well as after this partnership." 

Your report then reads: "The list 
of all the notes and ove.clrawn 
accounts, footing np .'f'2o(l,ti(l(). was 
laid before the meeting. .\m(>ng 
these was a sum of 8-15,000, which in- 
\ e?1 igation and on the authority of sev- 
eral witnesses would seem to have been 
settled by a et)njpromiHe in March, bS!i:l, 
though Mr. Worloek said he had not re- 
leased one of the members inteiested." 

The facts are t bese : Two partners in 
the firm referred to were released from 
their liability on their account on giv- 
ing their notes to the extent of -10 cents 
on the dollar; the securities of the third 
partner were retained as collateral for 
the balance ; the only witnesses to the 
transaction were the partner with whom 
I nnide the arrangement and myself, no 
one else being present at the lime; if 
the ])arty to whom I refer is aiijjlied to, 
he will doubtless eonlirm my statenuuit,, 

'I'our kind ]iublication of this will, I 
think, place a somewhat ddlerent light 
on these matters.

A Press telegram from San Francisco 
announces that the marine insurance 
men there arc Htill offering UO per cent, 
on the (lisaljlcd Stratliiievis. No liirlher 
reiiort aa to tlie whoreiibouta of tlie crip- 
pled steamer came to hand yesterday, 
nor is any word likely to be received 
until aome one or other of the searching 
fleet returns to port. The letters from 
Cajit. Pattic and Purser McDonald 
which the Joliii lianiblos l)rout_'lit throw- 
little if any new U;^dit on the situation : 
Purser McDonald in liis letter says : 

" On iSunflny, October 20, at 7.4.'- a.m., 
when in latitude 49 : 14 X., longitude 164 
\V., while a heavy sea was running and 
a strong northerly gale was blowing, a 
terrific shock was felt, which caused 
the ship to trenible violently, followed 
l)y excessive racun;^ of the eiiLrines for a 
few seeiinds. On lookiii'.^ ovi-r the stern 
we foiiiul that the tail shall hail lirokeii 
otT short lietweeii the Itois aiid stern 
posts uiul tliat the whole piopeller had 
broken elear of llie ship. .\s we roso 
and fell I couhl distinctly see that tlu^ 
break was very cU iui, beinj.; apj)arently 
square acn'oss. Satunlay Uist we were in 
latitude -18:51 X., longiUule 1-lS: IS \V., 
and to-day — Novemljer 111 — our approx- 
imate jjosition is 48:40 N., 145:30 VV. 
The weather is fine now and we 
arc slowly drifting toward the 
coast. All the oi-ew and passengers 
are well. We are anxiously looking 
for the Hankow this p. A., and failing 
to see her may see the Tacoma, There 
13 a sailing ship very close at hand." 
The Bailing ship, as "may be surmised, 
was the John Gambles, whose captain 
aec(!j)led the delivery of the letter quoteil 
from. 

The companion liner Tacoma which 
sailed on Sunday took with liersuliieieiit 
extra store of ])rovisions to |)ro\ ide for 
the Strathnovis' passeiijiers in the event 
of her running across the disabled 
steamship. Hei orders are to take all 
these passenL;ers aboard and land them 
at their destination as speedily as possi- 
ble. They are all Orientals, thirty-four 
'of them being .lapanese and 131 Chinese. 
TheTacomii will not search longer than 
thi^e or four days Jor the fcJtrathnevia, 
and if not successful in that length of 
time will proceed ahead to Yokohama. 

THE " C. C. funk" I.N coi.i.rsro.v. 

The barkentine O. iMH-.k, than 
which few vessels are better known in 
these waters, arrived in San I'"raiu'isco 
on Suiuhij' last from I'ort Ulakely with a 
gaping hole in her bulwarks and iier 
main rigging askew. Her crew reported 
having been in collision with an, un- 
known suhooner in latitude 38:30 X., 
and longitude IL'l :17 N, before daybreak 
on the morning of December 5. The log 
says the weather was very foggy at the 
time. Noiie of the crew of the schooner 
was visible on the deck and no etlbrt was 
made on the part of the smaller vessel to 
prevent a collision. As the schooner 
crashed into the barkentine several hall 
dressed men sc'rainbled about the deck 
in a bewildered manner, when the two 
vessels parted and lost each other in the 
fog. The schooner's bowsprit had punc- 
tured a hole clear through the bulwarks 
of the barkentine, carrying away the 
pine rail sind disabling the running gear. 
The crew were obliged to keep the 
pumps working until port was reached. 
The ftchooner was probable the Gotama 
bound to San Prancisco 'from Coos bay. 
She was sighted by the Bchooner Excel- 
sior the morning of December 5, in ab- 
out the position where the collision oc- 
curred, with her bowsprit gone.^

The Fifth Lay a General Standard for Hun- 
ters—Boat Pullers Get an 
Advance. 

Sliijipiiif; Alii.ster Captain II. CI. l.ewiii 
luiB been kept very Imsy of lat<! sij^'niiif; 
crewB for the 18UG sealing;. His little 
oHice on I5roUf.':iton .street is daily 
ciowdeil witli seafaring men, all intent 
on j;oiiig to the .laiiasieae coast, and 
euiicr to soinirf; renumorativc encafxe- 
i.ieiits. lluiiters have been signing 
generally at ii fifth lay, the last year'.s 
wage, but some of the boatmen iirti Htill 
holding out for iiioro. Tliese exjicet to 
receive n quarter lay, but while many 
stoutly refuse anything less than this 
others are glad to' compromise flually at 
a little more than the one-iUth rate. In- 
experienced hunters, or those who are 
less expert in their business, do not even 
get tlu! average wage, and tlies^e are in 
some eases signing for eoii.sideral.dy 
less. On the whole, boat pullers and 
steerers will receive the greatest in- 
crease in their wages this coining year. 
They will be paid from (55 to 75 cents 
per skin, tlie latter pric^e ruling wher- 
ever good exiicrience has l-ieeii had. 

There is a strong probability that 
some of the schooners will be ready to 
sail this week. The Mascot and Teresa 
\vil! be among the lirst to get away ; both 
are going up the coast for Indian crows, 
and after securing them will lieail direct 
for the Japanese coast. The Umbrina, 
Capt. Campbell, is also going to the 
Japan side, and her crew were among 
tliose who signed at the shipping mas- 
ter's oflice yesterday. Oapt. O'Leury, 
who has just returned from a trip 
JOast, will command tlie Fortuna 
this season, and will cruise on 
the .hijianese coast, for whicli he 
will staiiii out aliout the smiio tinii! as 
Capt. Fulton leaves with the K.'itliariiie. 
As has been previously stated, the 
Geneva, iMirealis and .Sadie 'I'liriiel are 
all huri'ving their jireparations for sea, 
each being boiiiul for the .Asiatic side. 

Jt is now freely stated in marine 
circles tliat the jirojiosed abandonnierit 
of Coast sealing operations in the spring 
WIS only a trick.

The School Board Deelino to Pass a 
Censure in the. " Make it 
Hot " Case. 



Pupil Teacliers" Exaniiiiiitioii Ite- 
suits— Tniaut Hlllccr Ciioseu— 
About His Duties. 



Chairman Hayward presided over a 
full iiiectiiig of the school board last 
evening. 

A letter from the Nanamio board 
promised consideration of the amend- 
ments to the school act suggested by the 
Victoria trustees. 

MissF. G. Walker wrote resigning her 
position on the stall'of the North AVard 
school, anil asking favorable considera- 
tion of her sister's application for the 
position. Resignation accepted with 
regret. 

A. D. McNeill, principal of the North 
W'ard school, complained that during 
the Thanksgiving holidays some one 
fumigated the school without warning 
and destroyed a number of plants, the 
property o' the teachers. Ue asked the 
board to endorse their claim for com- 
pensation from the board of health. T..el- 
ter referred to the board of health, with 
retjtiesl for exjilanatiovi and compensa- 
tion, several members indig/iarlly re- 
ferring to the wasteful destruction of 
property by fumigation. 

D. Dallas, teacher at the Rock ]!ay 
school, reported continual neglect of 
duty on the part of the caretaker. Re 
ferred to Trustees Lovell and Lewis to 
report. An application for the position 
if viuated, from Mrs. Sarah Grant, was 
tabled. 

Invitations to attend the closing exer- 
cises of the schools were presented tintl 
accepted. The principal of the Spring 
Ridge school, who had written on the 
subject, will be directed to close the 
school on Thursday. 

Misses C!rcech, lilacker, Lee, Grant 
and Cohpihoiiii apjilied for engagements 
as pupil teachers; and Misses Harrap, 
lilackwell and Harris, fur positions on 
the teaching staff. Tabled." 

A report from the gyinniiHtic and drill 
instructor, Air. St, Clair, was read ; this 
warmly praising tlio scliool boj'S and 
protesting against the "systeiiuitic sntib- 
liing" of them and treating their boyish 
pranks as crimes, lie requested that 
the teaching of physiology and hygiene 
be left eiitir ly in his hands — to which 
he thought all" the teachers would readi- 
ly agree. Received ami filed, after 
Nlessre. Lovell and Ciloverliad spoken 
approvingly of the interest Mr. St. 
Clair takes in his work. 

The repnrtH for November showed 
l,'.i!i-l pupils actually in attendance, an 
averagcMil H .."i4 per teacher ; this being 
a sligiit decrease from last month, be- 
cause, it was mentioned, of the tempor- 
ary scare about scarlet fever.

to the teachers on this point were read, 
together with the. explanation of Mrs. 
Taylor, who had not attended, and who 
wrote because, as she said, she had 
heard that Mr. Marchant tlireatened to 
" make it hot " for her. 

Mr. Marchant felt grieved and sur- 
prised at the infringeiiieiit upon the 
dignity of the lio:ird imjilied in the jire- 
sentation of this letter, and discdainied 
any hostile intention, particularly as li':; 
did not intend again to bo a 'candi- 
date for the (jfiico of trustee. He 
could not see how Mrs. Taylor could 
jiossibly have failed to understand the 
letter of instructions whicli required her 
attendance; and protested against the 
" gossiji" coiicerni'jg himself which she 
bad retailed to the board, also stating 
that though he had written Mrs. Taylor 
three letters on the subject' she has fail- 
ed to eive him her authority for the 
statement concerning him. He moved a 
resolution decliiring her explanation to 
bo vary unsutisfaetory.and tliatshemust 
desist in future from writing such gotsi-p 
to the board, under pain of its severe 
displeasure. 

Mr. Saunders asked Mr. Alarchant to 
state wiietlier he did or did not threaten 
to " make it hot" for Mrs. Taylor. 

Mr. Marchant rejilied that he had no 
recollection whatever of having said so, 
<ind in fact could not have, as while he 
sometimes uses the expression " make it 
warm " he never makes use of the word 
" hot." 

Mr. Saunders continued that ho 
asked the question because Mrs. Taylor 
says she can prove that the expression 
was riially used by Mr. Marchant, who, 
he lliought, had brought her letter 
ujion himself, and therefore has no just 
com plaint to make. He moved that the 
letters be received and placed on file. 
Motion agreed to. 

Mr. Marchant again moved his motion 
of ceiiHure (which had not before been 
secoifded). He thought the board would 
be utterly wanting in dignity to p.".ss the 
matter by. He tliouglit no school board 
with any idea of its own importance 
would tolerate such a thing. The 
board might as well put its orders in tho 
fire. He could say a goo<.l deal more if 
desired, and even bring evjdenco which 
would compel the board to dismiss Jlrs. 
Taylor. 

5lr. Glover said he had a*, first felt 
very keenly about this matter, but it is 
now nearly three month since it oc- 
curred, and it has so cooled oil' as 
to be down below zero, and almost out 
of 'bis mind. He thought that, while tho 
teacher in question is perhaps deserving 
of some degree of censure, it oat to have 
been given sooner. Just to get the feel- 
ing of the board he would second the 
motion. 

Mr. hovtdl felt iniieh tlie same way, 
but thovight that at this late date it is 
better to let the matter drop. 

Mr. Marchant exidaiiied that the re- 
ports of the principals all not l.ieiiig in 
befoi-<.i there was no previous opjiortunity 
(or his motion. 

Mr. Lewis thought the. proper way 
would be to have a coininittee of in- 
quiry ; he did not know but what Mrs. 
Taylor was perfectly right in reporting 
the matter if, as she said, Mr. Marchant 
promised to " make it hot " for her. 

Mrs. Grant considered it not the 
place of a teacher to make such a com- 
plaint about a member of the school 
board, but owing to tlie time which has 
elapsed she could not suppoit the last 
part of the resolution. 

The motion was divided into two 
parts. Tho lirst, declaring Airs. Tay- 
lor's explanation unsatisfactory, was 
adopted on ilivisioii of -1 to L' ; but the 
second, with regard to the gossip, was 
lost, Air. Marchant alone voting for it. 

Several bills, for expenses of the jiast 
month, were read and referred to tlie 
hoanue committee. 

It was decided to have the principals 
notilied to send in their quarterly re- 
jiorts on the 1st of .laiuiary, April, ,hily 
and October in each 3'ear. 

COIll'OItAl, I'UNISIIMKNT. 

A resolution already published, order- 
ing that corporal ])unisliiiient he dispens- 
ed with, except in each ca-e in the pres- 
ence of tho iirineipal of the school, and 
a strict recoi-d of tlie same to he kept, 
was moved liy Mr. Marciiaiit. Air. 
Saunders i|Ui'Stioii('d whether this is a 
matter for the boaril to diMil with, as he 
thought the council of public instruc- 
tion tliejiroper boily to n.'giilatit it ; and 
the Cliairniai.' pcdnted out that section 7 
of the regulations deals with it very 
muili in the spirit of tho motion now 
olFored. He thought it might be rather 
subversive of discipline if the principal 
had to be consulted every time. The 
motion was lost after much disoussion. 

TItUANT OtFICEIt. 

Mr. Glover moved the resolution of 
which he hail given notice delining the 
duties of the truant nflicer, the several 
clauses of wliicli wore considered in their 
order. It was lirst of all dtuddod to call 
this new ofliciul the " school attendance 
officer." In the course of tiie succeed- 
ing discussion some remarks by Air. 
Marchant drew a protest from Mr. Lewis 
against payfng an officer $40 a monlb 
for hunting up vagrant Chine-e 
children to fill the schools. 
Great difference of opinion devel- 
oping US to the ofHcial's duties, tlie 
matter was at lengl li referred to a special 
committee to ro]iort at next meeting. 
Air. Glover, Mr. Marchant and the 
Chairman were named as the com- 
mittee. 

Thoro were twenty-two applicants for 
the ])osition, and the board proceeded 
to make their choice by ballot, firiit of 
all takinir a l omimiting ballot — only 
those named on this to be in the run- 
ning. This reduced the list to tho fol- 
lowing fifteen : Messrs. Allutt, Cavon, j 
Dearberg, Drake, Fox, l leuthoni, i 
Howell Xosee, Mackay, Phillips, Par- 
retl, Sliilliiig, Spoirord", Sutherlaml and 
Teagiie. The (dective ballots woi-e then 
proceeded with, four votes— a majority I 
— iK'ing required to oioci, and the ehaii"- ' 
man not to vote I'xcopt on a tie. Drake 
started with two votes to 1 each for four 
others, and h'd with '.! oril.on each suc- 
ceeding ballot, but without any election 
wlien nine had bcon taken. Tlien all the 
names not on the ninth ballot were 
dropped, with this result:
